Big Ben E astm an , th e blond blaze of the West, is expected to figure very 
p ro m inen tly in several of the big track me ets th a t a re being a rr a n g e d this 
S p rin g and Sum m er. T he fo rm er S tan fo rd U niversity m arvel, who holds the 
w o rld ’s record for th e half-m ile distance, m ay m a t c h st rides with the incom­ 
p a ra b le G lenn C unningham , mile m on arch, over the 1000-yard d istan ce, and 
such a race would m ake a new m a rk for th a t d istan ce alm ost a certain ty . 
P rin ceto n ath letic a u th o ritie s have been an g lin g fo r such a m eetin g bo- 
tw een the two g re a te st middle distan ce s ta rs of the day. and the P en n B elays 
h ave also attem p ted to b ring E a s tm a n and C u nn ing ham together. 
T h e fact th a t C unnin gh am recently broke th e w o rld ’s indoor sta n d a rd for 
the 1000-yard ru n indicates th at the m achin e-like m id d le-w estern er i.s ju st as 
g re a t at the sh o rte r distance as he is over the classic m ile route. At th.* same 
time, m any track au th o rities believe th at the blazing M ister E a s t m a n would lie 
as unb eatab le at 1000 y ard s as he is over his pet half-m ile distance. 
S tran g e as it may seem . C u n n in g h a m ’s m en to r a t the U niversity of Kau 
sas. Bill Ilargiss, is credited w ith the s ta te m e n t th a t th e only m an in tho world 
capable of doing th at fabulous fo ur-m inu te mile is the aforesaid M ister E a st­ 
m an, who has never com peted over th e mile route. 
H arg iss a p p aren tly believes th a t it is n ecessary to have great early speed 
in o rd er to achieve th a t unbelievable fo u r-m in u te m ark , and E a stm a n ’s dash 
tra in in g —he was a good 220-m an— w ould certain ly give him a g re a t ad v an ta g e 
over oth er m ilers in the early stag es of a race. 
W hether the lean half-m ile king possesses the nec essary sta m in a to k e ep 
up his burning pace over the g ru e llin g mile d istan ce is a n o th e r story, a nd one 
th a t cannot be told until Big Ben tak es a stab at the l o n g e r route. 
At any rate, a m eetin g betw een the respective m o n arch s of the m ile and 
half-m ile a t the com prom ise distan ce of 1000 y ard s would be ju s t w h a t the 
doctor ordered. T h o u san d s of track fans are cry ing for it.
